James Kermott 


Killed With Gun 
Fired by Brother 


Mistaken as a prowler, James C. Kermott was accidentally 
killed by a gun shot fired by his brother, Jack Kermott, at 
about 10 o’clock last night. The shooting occurred at Jack 
Kermott’s residence, West Park boulevard. San Antonio 
Heights. u 

Four shots were fired, a fatal bullet striking the 35-year-old 
brother directly in the chest. He died instantly. 

Jack Kermott was not arrested. Police termed the shoot- 
ing a ease of mistaken identity and as an accident. An inyuest 
is to be scheduled soon. 

FATHER LIVES HERE 

Walter J. Kermott, 653 East Eleventh street, is the father 
of the two men. Until recent years. James Kermott had resided 
in Upland, he and his family moving to Ontario. He is surviv- 
ed by his widow, a son and a daughter. ig 

Mr. and Mrs. Jack Kermott and her parents, who are visit- 
ing here, were at the Kermott residence last night when Mrs. 
Kermott beard a prowler outside. She reported this to her 


husband. 
ARMS SELF WITH GUN 
Going out of the house through a rear door, Jack armed 
himself with a .45 caliber revolver. He went to the north side 
of the house and there, 20 feet away, he saw a man among the 





shrubbery. Warning the intruder to give up, the man through 
the darkness appeared to attempt an escape. The shots were 
tired. 


The fact that his own brother had been the victim was not 
realized by Jack Kermott until the San Antonio Heights resi- 
dent went to investigate the body. 

Police were immediately notified. | Anthorities conducted 
the investigation through the night and until early this morn- 
ing. Participating in the investigation were Constable Sam 
Barker, Deputy Sheriff Cecil Myers, C. O. Thompson of the 
district attorney’s office; Roy Cain, court reported, and Ed 
Dovle, deputy county coroner.

We make no pretense at being able to solve this problem, 
but it should be solved-—-and when it is we will see a tremen- 
dous increase in the amount of the fruit consumed. When one 
goes to other sections of the country he hears the comment 
over and over that people would eat more citrus fruit if the 
prices were not so high. They like it—but there are too many 
of them who cannot afford it.

A small newspaper recently made this wise comment: ‘‘One 
of the questions which is most frequently asked these days is 
“Can the government help business?’ For the best answer to 
that we must look to agricuiture. For as long as we can re- 
member, politicians have been rushing to the aid of the farmer.

The 
history of farm relief—as this intimates—is very largely a his- 
tory of costly political failure.

Mark of $381,124 Is Set | 
By Construction In City 


142 PERMITS ARE 
‘ISSUED; SCHOOL, 
CITY HALL HELP 


A new all-time building record 
has been set in Upland. 

Total construction started here 
during the 11 months of 1938 has 
a valuation of $381,124, a figure 
never before realized during any 
‘one year. This high record mark 
is expected to be further boosted 
during December and it is predict- 
ed the year will end with a figure 
long to be the goal to surpass. 

Principal reason for the stupen- 
dous building figure is the new 
elementary school building and the 
city hall. These two structures 
alone boosted the total $270,000. 
Without these structures, how- 
ever, the building figure would be 
large. 

The largest single building 
month was November, the permit 
total being $201,279.50. A $200,- 
000 permit was issued for con- 
struction of the school building. 

One hundred and forty-two per- 
mits were issued up to the end of 
last month, another near record. 
The total of permits at the end of 
November, 1937, was 142, identical 
with the November, 1938, figure.
